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Tackling An Old Problem

Ta x es Bo und 
To Climh 


Lincoln is not the only place in Nebraska 
trying to figure out how it can make the 
progress it believes is essential in the face 
of voters’ refusal to take on new tax 
burdens. Many cities in the state are and 
ha v e been facing the same thing and many 
people are finding the answer, in theory, 
in the broadened tax base principle. 
We have been among those who firmly 
believe in a broadened tax base but we have 
not yet come to the con­ 
clusion that this will 
solve all Lincoln's prob­ 
lems or the problems of 
other cities 
and 
the 
state. This suspicion is harbored in the light 
several facts. For one thing, there seems 
to be a mistaken notion that a broadening 
of the tax base will, somehow, reduce tax es. 
It can be said without question that this is 
completely wrong. Broadening has never 
meant reduction in anything and it does not 
mean it in tax es. So long as the demands 
on government mount and the cost of doing 
business climbs upward, the tax load will 
grow heavier. 
As mo re a nd mo re children must be pro ­ 
v ided with a n educa tio n a nd a s sta nda rds 
o f o ur educa tio na l sy stem a re co nsta ntly Im­ 
pro v ed, o ur scho o l sy stems a re g o ing to 
ha v e to ha v e mo re mo ney . Thus, ta x es a re 
g o ing to increa se In the future, reg a rdless 
o f the fo rm they ta ke. Co nsequently , If 
peo ple a re o ppo sed to a ny new pro g ra m 
simply beca use o f the present ta x burden, 
there Is no relief fo r g o v ernment In sig ht 
in the bro a dened ta x theo ry . 
Some additional weight is lent this theory 
in view of the history of the broadened tax 
movement. It has been a history packed 
with failure. If the broadened tax base is 
the panacea so many people believe it to be 
and if it is in such public demand, then this 
history is a little difficult to ex plain. Some­ 
thing as good as some quarters believe a 
broadened tax base to be would not be 
ex pected to have such a difficult time. 


The change In the tax system has also had 
a tough time in the Legislature. This does 
not necessarily mean the public doesn't 
want it because the Legislature has been 
known to do things every now and then 
without particular regard for the desires 
of the general public. But if there were a 
real public demand for a change, one might 
wonder if the Legislature would be so 
callous to the demand when it involved 


such a prominent subject of such long-stand­ 
ing presence. 
The current effo rt to wa rd bro a dening the 
ta x ba se by a g ro up kno wn a s NelTra ska ns 
“ Fo r” Co nstitutio na l Amendments Is a n­ 
o ther ex a mple o f the co mplex ity o f this 
situa tio n. Ag a in, If the bro a dening were the 
cure-a ll so me believ e It to be, the kind o f 
a ppro a ch this g ro up Is using wo uld no t be 
needed. Gra nting the g ro up, fo r the sa ke o f 
a rg ument, sincerity a nd co nv ictio n stilt 
lea v es a substa ntia l a rea o f disa g reement. 
★ 
The group has picked the worst approach 
possible to the problem of a broadened tax 
base by going for a constitutional amend­ 
ment. th is, if successful, would tie the state 
up so that any future change would demand 
a vote of the people. It also limits the flex i­ 
bility of the Legislature in determining the 
details of a boardened base. 
Why the g ro up ha s decided to use this a p­ 
pro a ch ha s no t y et been ma de public. It 
simply set o ut to secure the sig na tures 
needed o n petitio ns to g et the pro g ra m sub­ 
mitted to the v o ters In No v ember. But It 
ma kes sense to co nclude tha t the g ro up 
wa nts a bro a dened ta x ba se o r It wo uld 
no t ha v e do ne this. 
Yet, it has taken this weakest of all ap­ 
proaches. 
One reason for this is probably 
the fact that it feels it 
cannot get the job done 
in the Legislature. It 
probably has other rea­ 
sons, too. but it still boils 
down to the fart that we now have before 
IKS one of the poorest approaches possible 
to what is believed to be one of the most 
needed programs of the day. None of this 
intends to an.swer any questions but it does 
raise some. For one thing, it makes you 
wonder if the general public is yet ready 
to make the financial sacrifices that are 
essential to the progress of our towns, cities 
and the slate and if the broadened tax base 
talk is not, with many, merely a ready­ 
made ex cuse to avoid making this sacrifice. 
It raises significant questions as to the de­ 
tails of the current effort to broaden the tax 
base—details as to just how the tax burden 
will be shifted on an individual basis. There 
are. of course, many strictly political as­ 
pects of this question which are not dealt 
with here but a great deal of thought and 
discussion are needed before anything in­ 
telligent can be done by voters in Novem­ 
ber.

Weakness In Structure 


The m atter of dropping William R. Coii- 
nole from the Federal Power Commission 
refuses to die quickly and quietly. Spokes­ 
men for some 40 million natural gas cus­ 
tomers keep pointing out that he was the 
principal refuge of the consumers and, 
therefore, should have been retained in 
order to keep some sort of balance on the 
commission. 
To this President Eisenhower replied in a 
letter to Connecticut Senator Dodd that as 
a quasi-judicial body the commission actu­ 
ally had no place for a m em ber represent­ 
ing one particular point of view. 
This is in part correct and in part fal­ 
lacious. If there are members of the com­ 
mission always inclined to the utility’s point 
of view, which seems to be the case, then 
they a rt equally disqualified and should 
also be removed. And to replace Connole 
by a friend of the utilities or simply by a 
negative character only would serve to 
make the commission more partisan. The 
President in this instance has not acted in 
accordance with his stated view. 


But it is correct that the commission 
should be more judicial and less partisan 
and should never stray from the character 
of impartiality. 
It is the weakness of design of most regu­ 
latory commissions that they do not provide 
accommodations for a diligent and compe­ 
tent public defender without judicial obliga­ 
tions. In most instances there is a negative 
accommodation in favor of the intensely 
interested. By virtue of diffused interest 
and iinfamiliarity with the issues the public 
is seldom adequately represented. The re­ 
sult too often is the acceptance of the more 
diligently prepared case and the subsequent 
moidink of law and precedent in behalf of 
the parochial interest to the impairm ent of 
the public’s position. Such a condition should 
not be countered by a judicial representa­ 
tive turning partisan, but by machinery to 
insure that the public case is earnestly and 
competently presented. One could imagine 
what disadvantage it would be to the law 
abiding public if it had to cope with crime 
without the agency of the public prosecutor. 


The Right Emphasis 


It' doesn’t take much to put the schools 
thrdugh a wringer these days. A little ex tra 
outlay for an athletic program or some 
other ex penditure outside the strictly aca­ 
demic realm and the sky can fall on school 
adm inistrators. While such criticism might 
be justified at times, there are also times 
when just the opposite is true and when a 
little praise is in order. 
It might not have been any earth-shaking 
event when the Lincoln Board of Education 
voted in favor of the so-called “closed 
school cam pus” policy but it does have a lot 
of m erit. The m ajor effects of this will be 
to keep students on the school grounds dur­ 
ing lunch hours. Actually, it confines the 
student to the campus from the opening of 
classes in the morning until the end of the 
last class in the afternoon. 
One thing this will do is stop the very 
noticeable noon-hour activities of some stu-

A m em ber of the Wauwatosa school board 
in Wisconsin recently attem pted to bar the 
Saturday Review of Literature from the 
school library. He described the editor, 
Norman Cousins, as a one worlder, his 
magazine as a liberal, left wing sheet, and 
a publication unfit for students. 
The board m em ber may win out, but at 
this stage the magazine subscription is be­ 
ing held in abeyance until a committee of 
faculty m em bers ex amines and judges the 
m agazine’s contents. It is to be assumed 
th at tiiey will also ex amine the hazards to 
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their careers before they overrule the board 
member. 
The act so far lacks a few sensible ele­ 
ments. One is provision for an ex amination 
of the qualifications of the school board 
m em ber to act as editor for youth. Cer­ 
tainly, simple membership on a school 
board is not a qualifying factor because 
one does not attain ex pert, specialized 
knowledge by the ex pedient of election or 
appointment. If it were true, we could dis­ 
miss the schools entirely and let anyone 
acquire the learned position by running for 
PhD. 
Another element needed is for the com­ 
plainant to ex tend his allegations into the 
field of detailed evidence, both as to spe­ 
cific instances of intellectual impairment 
sustained by young people reading the 
magazine, and provable ex amples of some 
thing more than Editor Norman Cousins’ ex ­ 
ercise of his constitutional right not to make 
his mind and views ex actly conform to 
those held by the individual who is judging 
him. 
The Saturday Review is a magazine of 
limited circulation, mainly for the reason 
that it delights in the abstrusities of the in­ 
tellectual field where many people do not 
choose to roam. Where it appears in the 
average school library one seldom hears of 
students fighting in the corridors for the 
right to be nex t reading it; we would say, 
no oftOner than one would see a couple of 
lay neighbors strangling each other over 
possession of a back copy of the American 
Medical Journal, or the latest scientific 
monograph over the metabolic vagaries of 
the nematode.
